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been added with no new matter being added thereby. Applicants request reconsideration and 
reexamination of the pending claims. 

Applicant conducted a telephone interview with the Examiner on November 28, 2001 
and again on December 4, 2001 . In the interviews3 it was decided that amendments to the 
independent Claims 1 and 15 which provide for features shown in the embodiment shown in 
Applicants' FIG. 4E, would place the claims in condition for allowance over the cited 

references- 
Applicants have amended Claims 1 and 15 to include the features of FIG. 4E. 
Apphcants submit that some of the feamres in Claims 1 and 15 as amended were originally 
included in the scope of Claims 3 and 4. Thus, the scope of the amendments has been 
previously examined. Accordingly, Claims 1 and 15 are allowable over the cited references. 

New Claims 22-27 have been added to depend from Claim 15 to include subject 
matter which has been previously examined with respect to Claim 1. 

Claims 2, 5, 6, 8-1 1, and 13-14 depend from Claim 1 and are allowable for at least the 
same reasons as Claim 1 as well as for the novel features which they add Claims 16 and 22- 
27 depend from Claim 15 and are allowable for at least the same reasons as Claim 15 as well 
as for the novel features which it adds. 
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CONCLUSION 

For the above reasons, pending cl^dms 1, 2, 5, 6, 8-1 1, 13-16, and 22-28 are now in 
condition for allowance and allowance of the application is hereby solicited. If the Examiner
